sumers made a rush to fill Up their 
supply at the same time. 
One teams­ 
ter went to four mines Friday before 
he could get a load and others waited 
si veral hours in turn before they 
could get their orders filled. 
One 
dealer stated that 
he is 25 orders 
behind. 
Then* is not any particular scarcity 
of the black diamonds, but the pres­ 
ent demand is so great that a suf 
fieient amount of coal cannot be mined 
to supply ihis demand. 
Instead of 
stocking up with coal before the cold 
weather cam,*, many pv-ople neglected 
to do this until they were forced to 
by the drop in temperature.

FORESTS 
LARGER 


Pinchot Reports Standing Tim ber on 
National Reserves Increased by 
10,000.000,000 Feet. 


W ashington, .Ian. 8.- In his annual 
rep o rt Gifford i’inchot. chief forester 
of the U nited States, show s the total 
expenditures m ade on account of the 
forestry service for the fiscal year end­ 
ed June 30 last to be $3,936,297, while 
receipts from all sources credited to 
the forestry service aggregated $1,- 
807,270. 
T his la tte r am ount w as d> 
rived largely from the 
granting 
of 
grazing privileges and the sales of 
tim ber. 
The report says th e total stand of 
national forest tim ber, reported last 
y ear as 390,000,000.000 was incre;ts< d 
during the past year by 10,000.000,000 
feet. 
T his does not Include the tim ber 
in the two national forests in Alaska, 
the extent of which is unknown.
